Twice a deserter from a cause he believed unjust, to enlist with 
an army w’hich w’as attacking his own countrymen, John Appelt, Get­ 
tysburg, a native of Germany, selected Armistice Day for his wedding 
to Miss Nellie Spoonhour, Fayetteville, Franklin county. 
The wed­ 
ding took place Wednesday night a t the home of the bride’s father, 
David Spoonhour, the Rev. Jay W. Yohe officiating. 
Appelt was living in Germany when the World W ar began and 
was drafted under von Hindenburg. 
He protested, even going so far 
as to stump his home district against war, and'declaring that his age, 
15 years, should keep him from serving under the “Iron Hand,” but 
his protestations were unavailing. 
As soon as an opportunity present­ 
ed he deserted 
in an effort to join 
the 
Bohemian 
Legion, Jbut, 
failing, went back under the Germans. 
An opportunity again came 
and this time he was successful, joining the Bohemian Legion. 
In 
all he served four years during th e World W ar, being at different 
times with the German, A ustrian, Bohemian 
and 
Czechoslovakian 
armies. 
At the close of the war he fled to Southern Italy, and boarded a 
ship for America, landing here in F ebruary, 1922.

counties in the state can boast of 
more mules than Adams

The farm horse population of Penn­ 
sylvania has decreased considerably 
during the part few decades in the I 
face of continued industrial expansion.* 
Tabulations just completed from the 
triennial farm census returns show 
397,349 horses and 51,988 mules on 
the farm s of the state. This is a de­ 
crease in both horses and mules since 
the 1920 federal census. 
In 
1900, 
there were 589,754 horses in the sta te .; 
Taking the United States as a whole, 
the number of horses has decreased 
from 19,767,0(H) in 1920 to 17,589,000 
in 1924. 
Statistics show th at but seven per 
cent of the horses on Pennsylvania 
farm s are under four years of age, 41 
per cent from four to nine years old, 
and 52 per cent ten years old or over. I 
Officials of the state departm ent of 
agriculture see an opportunity in this 
present situation especially for farm ­ 
ers who have no convenient m ark e t. 
for their roughage and

breed 
horses of the right type.

A pre-Christmas gift for

tax payers of Adams coun­ 
ty in the form of a tax re­ 
duction is announced at the 
office of the county commis­ 
sioners,

From nine and one 
half 
mills for county and bond 
tax, one mill has been lop­ 
ped off by the commissioners 
for next year, bringing the 
total county and bond tax 
to eight and one half mills. 
The county rate this year 
was nine mills 
and 
from 
that figure one and one half 
mills were taken, while the 
one-half bond tax of 1925 
was 
increased to one full 
mill for 1926. 
The present board of county com­ 
missioners has been endeavoring to 
pay off the interest on the outstanding 
bonds of the county, each year, and at 
the same time place a certain amount 
of surplus from that source in a sink­ 
ing fund to meet the retirem ent of 
bonds, the first of which come due in 
""W H, it was explained. 
This year, it was found that the 
bond tax of one-half mill was not suf­ 
ficient to meet interest charges, and 
consequently nothing could be placed 
in the sinking fund for bond retire­ 
ment. 
To provide against a recur­ 
rence of th a t shortage, the bond tax 
was increased a half mill, which is 
expected to meet all interest pur­ 
poses, and leave a sinking fund sur­ 
plus.

Horses Decrease 
In Pennsylvania 


Harrisburg. — Pennsylvania’s horse 
population is on the decline in the 
face of increased industrial expansion 
reports of the triennial farm census, 
made public by the department of ag­ 
riculture, showed. 
In the past quar­ 
ter of a century the number of horses 
has decreased from 589,754 to 397,- 
349. 
The department points out as sig-, 
nificant the fact that 52 per cent of 
the horses are ten years old or over, 
which indicates that few' are being 
bred in or imported into the state. 
Seven per cent of the total number 
are under four years of age and 41 
per cent are between four and ten 
years old. 
Lancaster with 20,748 
leads 
the

horses1, but in the number of mules 
takes second place behind York which 
has 9,101 of these animals.

has tho least numlier of horses, 208, 
hut Philadelphia the least number of 
mules, 12.
